Formerly the ayitation was confined to 
iho Pacific States; but now it is extcndin;,' 
and everywhere men are beginning to ask ] 
themselves, where Chinese cheap labor 
is leading tho United States to in de- | 
priving white labor of an opportunity to i 
earn its bread. The new bill was passed | 
by tho Senate on Friday and will proba- 
bly receive the approval of tho president . 
At San Francisco an Anti-Chinese con- 
vention is sitting. Tho principal object 
of^^e^>.orpanization is to exact a pledgee 
from all' it's meinbors hot to employ Chi- 
nese labor in any form, and not to pa- 
tronize Chinese maniifacturea. A report 
includes an address to all the lalxir or- 
ijanizations of tho United iStatu.s, tlianl;- 
ing them in behalf of tho convention for 
their expressions of sympathy in tho pur- 
poses of that body, and co-operation in 
tho efforts of laboring men on tho Pacific 
coast to counter.icl Iho banefid otlt'ets of 
Chinese emigration. Also for their hear- 
ty disapproval of I'leaident .Arthur in ve- 
toing tho Cliineso bill. Tho committee 
appointed on [resolutions presented reso- 
lutions sotting forth the degrading and 
impoverishing ofl'ects of continued Chi- 
nese importation on tho while laborers of 
this coast. Also pledsjiiig themselves to 
aid, encourage, sujiport and individually 
and collectively attend and assist at any 
piiblic demonstration to prevent the land- 
inji; on tho dockaof any more coolies. 
Tho resolutions asserted that this dem 
onstration is to hie resorted to tmly after 
all other means had been found iinefl'ce 
tual. The convention then adjourned 
until tn-morrow evening.

A letter was found tbited 
Brighton, Kiig., .hmo 20, 1681, and 
signed by M. H. .lackson, evidently a 
sister of the dead man, and written from 
where ho started to come to Canada. ; 
From the contents of the letter it is be- ■ 
lioved that he possessed a large sum of j 
money, as he was w.arncd not to take 1 
much money with him, but to draw drafts 
as he needed it. Tho letter .also spoke | 
of his good habits, and indicated tliat he 
was a gentleman of wealth and high social 
position^ The body' had probably been 
in the lirook^all winter. It was taken to 
Sutton to-d.ay and an inquest was held 
this evening. Two servant girls who 
wero employed in a hotel in .Sweetsburg, 
(,>iie., last f.all testified that they heard 
cries of "mufdei;" there ouo night. 
Then tJicy hoard a window raised upstairs 
and a man thrown to the ground, picked 
up, and carried away quicklj*. They tried ; 
to raise the window of their room, but i 
could not do so, and wore so frightened , 
that they ilavcd not leave the room until ! 
mornint,'. 'I hcy tlien related tho circum- 
stances (o a lawyer, who advised thom to 
keep silent for fear of their lives, and to 
quietly leave tho hotel, which tliey did. 1 
About the same time a man was missing. 
It is supposed that tho man was murdered 
for his money, thrown from (he window, 
and carried io the |ilaee wliere ho was , 
found. The aiitliorilies have employed j 
detectives to hunt up tho perpetrators. i 

Bo,';roN', April 10. — There are strong 
grounds for believing that tho body, sup- i 
posed to be tliat ;of a murdered man, i 
fot;iul near Sutton, Quo., is that of Capt. \ 
Pilkerton .lackson, well known in this 
city. Ho was a skilful draughtsman and 1 
took great interest in industrial art, | 
upon which ho lectured in various parts 1 
of tho country. Jackson was formerly j 
a captain' of the English Royal Artillery 1 
at Oibraltar. He came to tliis country 
llftecn years ago. He claimed to be the 
inventor of the post library system of the 
English army, and that in establishing 
it ho spent the bulk of his fortune. Last 
summer he went to Maine, whore ho de- 
livered lectures, and was to go through 
New Hampshire He left several trunks 
hero, and no one seems to iih.ive heard 
frnm him since autumn.

LoNDOX, April 23.— Dr. Lamson was 
hanged at o'clock to-day. He was calm 
and composed. Only threo reporters wero 
prcaeiit at the hanging. Tho procession 
entered the yard of the prison nt 8:5.^), 
when the prison bell was tolling tho death 
knell. The chaplain headed llio proces- 
sion. He was followed by two prison of- 
ficials. Their yard prisoner, wlio until 
the time of starting had been calm, look- 
ed awfully pale, dejected and very ner- 
vous. Ho was supported by wiirdons on 
either side, and was with difficulty .ablo to 
ascend the steps to the saifl'old. He was 
met by Marwood, the executioner, at tho 
foot of ihe steps. The prisoner was b;iro- 
hcfidcd. Tho operation of pinioning him 
sooroed interminable. - He submitted 
without a word, and hardly seemed to ap- 
preciate what was going on. From tlio 
steps there was a distance of about sixty 
yards to travorso to tho gallows. Lamson 
was aupiiortcd with didlculty. From this 
point to tho scafl'old -ho swayed bacTtward 
and forward.and stared wildly aroundhim 
when placed under the noose. The chap- 
lain also appeared affected when he began 
reading the burial service. Lamson mean- 
while was supiiortod by two jailers. Just 
before tho caj) was adju.sted he cast down 
his eyes with a look of extreme despair. 
Death ensued the instant tho drop fell. 
'I'ho chaplain remained by the gallows re- 
pealing tho Lord's prayer, the body re- 
maining hanging an hour. 

Dr. Lamson liad a farewell interview 
with his relations yesterday afternoon. 
After a final interview ■with hia wife, he 
wrote to a friend virtually admitting hia 
guilt, and att ributed it to mental derange- 
ment. Ho sub-seipicntly wrote a definite 
confession. He poisoned Perry John, but 
denies ho was concerned in tho death of 
Herbert John. At Dr. Lainson's desire 
only three reporters attended the oxe- 
cutioii.

It is tho ambition of some men to 
figure aa a prominent .>,.oitizen.,.-vThep^ 
have an insatiable craving, to^sea theu 
names in print. They atteii'd all meet- 
ings in which "our more prominent 
citizens" take part, and nothing pleasds 
them so much aa to have tbeir names 
appear in the morning papers in th^i 
long list of Vica'Presidents. 

Tho prominent citizen sigiiB requests -); 
to a theatrical manager or stai' to accept' 
a boned t, after cnrefully scanning tM 
list of names to see that there is a ors-./ 
pondorance of prominent . dtizeiiis'iilca 
liimBolf, though it' has been re'miarlced 
that bo rarely buys a ticket. If he 
gives prominence to the affair by land- 
ing his name to it that is enough. 

It Is for the prominent citizen that 
chairs fire placed ou tho stage on publio 
occasions, and wo havo seen him swell 
up with the consciousness of his own 
importance, and look as thouah the. af- 
fair was arranged with the sole vie^ oi 
lifting him up^or the. admiration jof. thqi 
mtiltitude of ordinai'v citizens 'of as 
promiueuco to speak of. So long as ha 
maintains a dignified composure aaJ 
holds bis tongue he does well enough, 
but sometimes the prominent eitiaou 
the kind we aro writing about, of couiiM 
- feels called Upon to make a few id- 
marks himself, and the shallowness oi 
his claims to any consideration abova 
his fellows becomes painfully evident, 
and people begin to inquire how ha 
came to bo a prominent citizen, any- 
how ? It is embarrassing to have an in- 
quiry of that kind sot iu motion, some- 
times, and no prominent citizen wha 
feels at all iusocure about his position 
should ever do anything to initiate it. 

There is rarely a procession without 
carriages being provided for tho prom- 
inent citizen. It would bo very undif/- 
nifled for him to walk like common mor- 
tabs, besides that, in a crowd he might 
bo inistakeii for ouo of tho most iusigTji- 
ficaut of the processiou. Seated iu a 
hack with a colored Badge ou auj ^ 
strangers ou tho sidewalk might in- 
quire, "Who's that'?" And ho is iu 
hard luck if some ouo isn't ou liand to 

say, " That is Col. , ouo of our most 

prominent citizens." 

No one enjoys being interviewed by 
tho newspaper reporter like the promiii- 
out citizen of tho typo wo are doacrib- 
ing. He is ready to give his opinion on 
alfsubjects, from a fracture in tho aide- 
walk to u break in tho Oabiuet, on a mo- 
ment's notice. If a series of intcrriowa 
should uppearin a paper headed, "What 
our prominent citizens think of it," 
without bis name appearing, it would 
make bim sick, and ho would probably 
call on tho editor and usk for an oxploii- 
utioii. luatnnces have been kno\vn where 
lie has written out an iutorviow himsolt 
and put it^in a reporter's hand. 

It is ou an excursion to some other 
city that tho promiuout citizen sbinoa iu 
all his glory. To have bis coming ou- 
nounced iu the papers ; to bo roceivod 
at tho depot by a committee of prominent 
citizens, somoof whom are as tronspareut 
humbugs as he himself is ; to listen to 
apoechcd of wolcome,-nud make one him- 
Kolf, if some friend is kind enough to 
write it for him ; to be feasted, and 
treated to t'reo drinks and taken around 
iu u hack to see I he umuufuotoriea and ' 
prisons and poor bousiis, with' a' lunch 
and speech-making at eajli stopping 
place ; to bo atarcd at by bare-footed 
lioys, and iutroduced to people as "tho 
niau who has given so much promiuenco 
to bis city," tho introducer not embar- 
rassing himself by entering into any 
particulars ; uU tlieso aro what gives the 
prominent citizen ou an excursion such 
cxiiuisite joy. 'Then it is thit h4 ia in 
bis pel feet clement. — Clnelwiali &'ahtr-
